the cannonade which preceded the 
infantry attacks. The Germans useo.

calibre, 
and many big 


pieces which had been moved down 
from Lille were employed in shelling 
the lines of communication far in the 
British rear. Barrage fire was di- 
rected as far as 15 miles behind the 
British front with the evident pur- 
pose of preventing the British from 
moving reinforcements and supplies 
to their first lines. 


In the 
Moeuvres district, where 


the Germans used heavy masses of 
shock troops, they made a desperate 
effort to recapture from the British 
positions which seriously menace 
Queant, the bastion defending the 
western end of the Drocourt-Queant 
support line.
